Since the year 1905 the number of Outside Cars has decreased from 997 to 578 - 

42 per cent. The number of cabs has decreased from 577 to 529 8-2 per cent 

within the same period. ' 

. inspection of all Hackney Vehicles was held ill May, and the owners of 
vehicles observed to be unserviceable were required to have them properly repaired. 

. There is a decrease of 271 in the number of summons cases, and a decrease of 
11 in the number of arrests, as compared with the year 1914. 

The .Licences of 2 outside cars and 3 cabs were temporarily suspended. 

Property found in Hackney Vehicles— There were 174 articles of property 
surrendered to the Police by drivers during the year, of which number 107 were 
claimed. The articles included 88 umbrellas and 'walking sticks, a gold ring two 
pairs of gold-mounted pince-nez, a silver watch, a pair of field glasses, and several 
coats, rugs, &c. 

A half-sovereign was received by a driver in mistake for a silver coin. Sums 
amounting to £10 18s. Id. were found in vehicles and surrendered to the Police.

Area and Boundary of the Police District. 

The area of the Dublin Metropolitan Police District is about 36 square miles. 

Population of the Police District. 

The population according to the Census of the year 1911 is 416,104-. 

General. 

The gross expenditure on the Dublin Metropolitan Police Establishment, (i.e. 
Police and Police Courts), in the financial year ended 31st March, 1915, was Police, 
£176,783, and Police Courts, £9,017, total £185,800, of which the proportion paid 
out of moneys voted by Parliament was £129,929. 

A Police Tax is established by 1 Viet., cap. 25, and 61 and 62 Vic., cap. 37 sec. 
66 at 8 d in the £1, which yielded in that year £30,251 from the ( ity, and £16,238 
from the Countv (i.e., the full amount less 5 per cent, paid to the Corporation and 
to the County Council for the collection of the Tax, and also less the certified pro- 
portion of the former Collector-General’s annuity). 

These sums amount to about 16-3 per cent, and 8-7 per cent,, respectively, of 
the gross expenditure on the Establishment. 

Other sums appropriated in aid of the cost of the Establishment (Police and 
Police Courts) in the same year amounted to £9,383, as follows

The pay of the Force, including Superintendents, Inspectors, Station Sergeants, 
Sergeants, and Constables was £112,020. 

The mean rateable value of the Dublin Metropolitan Police Area for the year 
1914-1915 was £1,519,022,. of which £997,362 falls in the City, and £521,660 in the 
County.
